A rirt WOT-k facsimile device for communica ting in at least one of a plurality 
communication modes for transmitting designated image infomiation tq^^-designated destination, 
said device comprising: 

input means for inputting information identifying ^/^urality of addresses and for designating 
one address among said plurality addresses; anc 

address information registering mean^or registering a plurality of address information 
respectively corresponding to said j)lurality of communication modes, for each designated 
destination. 

2. The netwopK facsimile device as defined in claim 1, further comprising display means, 
wherein, vmen said input means is repeatedly operated at the time of designating the 

address, a plu^lity of address information registered are changed over and viewed on said 

display moans in order. 



3. The network facsimile device as defined in claim 1, 
wherein each of the plurality of address information registered by said address information 
registering means can be set with a transmission priority order indicating an order in which 
/ommunication modes are to be used for transmitting the designated image information to the 
destination.

addresses to be registered and fop^esignating the one address by operating the one touch dial
